On Thursday, June 13, 1907, 
the first issue of The Jeffersonian 
appeared in Jeffersontown. There- 
fore, with the issue of the paper 
this week, in 1948, the publica- 
tion enters its forty-second con- 
secutive year. The paper has 
prospered, or at least "pulled 
through" from the first. It was 
established, as has been men- 
tioned before, by J. C Barrick- 
man and J. C. Alcock, both ex- 
perienced Kentucky newBpaper- 

Inthe issue of June 11, 1908, 
when the paper .was proclaimed 
"one year old/' its then-editor, 
J. Curtis Alcock, said, editorially, 
"Although a supposed unlucky 
day— the 13th— that same issue 
was awarded first-prize at the 
Kentucky Press Association meet- 
ing for being "the neatest and 
best arranged newspaper in the 
state." And, "ever since that time 
the people of old Jefferson county 
have been awarding The Jeffer- 
sonian prizes by their patronage." 
For "in less than six months over 
one thousand subscribers had 
been secured, and they have kept 
coming in until the subscription 
list now numbers nearly two 
thousand." (Not bad for a new 
county newspaper in its first 
struggling months.) "But it has 
not all been roses," the editor 
adds, "nor has our voyage been 
one of ease and without ita dis- 



of paper and other materials had 
even then set in and "hard times" 
were in the offing.)

Because of cool weather and 
cold ground, gardeners who used 
poultry manure for side-dressing 
have noted a sluggish response. 
For poultry manure to break 
down and become nitrogen plant 
food, warm temperatures are 
needed. Such crops as cabbage, 
cauliflower and broccoli, which 
make their best growth before 
the weather gets hot, may need 
help. 

Ordinarily, the answer would 
be chemical nitrogen, as in ni- 
trate of soda or ammonium ni- 
trate, but these are virtually un- 
obtainable. However, complete 
fertilizer may be used for the 
nitrogen it contains. A 3-9-4 is 
I all right, but a higher nitrogen 
content (the first figure) would 
be better. The only difference in 
using it is that more is needed, 
one pound of fertilizer being 
used for 20 plants. 

Cauliflower: As soon as there 
is the sign of the "flower" start- 
ing, it should be shaded with a 
tent made of the four lowest 
leaves pinned together with a 
toothpick or a matchstick. If this 
is neglected, the flower becomes 
tinted with lilac and tends to 
break into branches. It also will 
be strong in flavor.

Those who are grow- 
ing broccoli for the first time 
should know that it is the blos-j 
som-bud clusters that are used 
for food while they are still tight | 
shut. Left too long, these buds 
open, resembling those of wild 
mustard. Side-dressing is par- 
ticularly valuable here, for when 
the weather becomes warm, bud 
forming entirely stops. 

2-4, D: This miracle weedkiller 
has little use in a vegetable gar- 
den as the vegetables are all 
broad-leaved plants. However, a 
gardener may save himself some 
weeding in beans or any other 
vegetable, whose seeds are large 
enough to be covered H-inch 
deep, by spraying with 2-4, D a 
12-inch strip to both sides of the 
line used to lay out the row, Im- 
mediately after the seed has been 
sown. If the soil is left unstirred, 
there should be little if any weed 
trouble throughout the life of the 
vegetable.
